The prior art does not teach an apparatus comprising means for a 
handling injectors, means for providing high pressure, means for forming an 
electrical connection, and means for screwing to adjust the injector 
automatically.

These references teach the 
setting and calibration of injectors, but not with the combination of means in 
the applicant's claim.
